Newark's official family 
sat 
for 


three hours Wednesday night at the 
High school auditorium and heard 
expressions of opinion from 'Newark 


• citizens upon the question of munici- 


pal ownership and the advisability of 
repairing the present plant or pur- 
chafilng current of the Ohio-Light & 
Power company for lighting the city's 
streets. 


Two hundered people attended the 


meeting. The crowd was made up 
largely of members of local trades 
unions and with a few exceptions, 
the expressions from those organiza- 
tions were in the form of resolutions 
adopted by the various bodies, de- 
claring for municipal ownership. Few 
of them entered into the merits of 
the case, failing to discuss the prob- 
able cost of production of current 
by the city as compared with, 
the 


price quoted by the light-company. 


When- the meeting was adjourned 


at 11 o'clock, council was no nearer 
tjie Solution- -of the problem which 
they have been facing for more than 
three'"months, than when the meet- 
ing opened/ 
' Addresses by J. A. Flory, J. R 


Fitzgibbon, A. A. Stasel of Newark 
and Hoii. John Z. White of Illinois 
once candidate for U. S. Senator who 
spoke for the Trades & Labor As- 
sembly. His address was a splendid 
defense of municipal ownership, but 
he also failed to touch upon the ques- 
tion of which of the two propositions 
considered by council would be the 
most "economical. 


Most of those who attended 
the 


meeting with their minds open to 
conviction either way, were 
disap- 


pointed that no statement was made 
by Hcity_ "officials regarding the cost 
of .operating the plant in the past 
and'the kilo-watt hour cost of cur- 
rent. Service Director Christian was 
cross .examined''by Harry P. 
Scott 


who developed that the city had no 
accurate record of the kilo-watt hour 
consumption by the present 
street 


lighting system. Mr. Christian stated 
that Mr. Morrison of the Ohio Light 
& Power company, found the meters 
at the municipal station out of ord- 
er. This was concurred in by a rep- 
resentative of the Western Electric 
company. 
Mr. Christian's estimates 


of cost, he said, were based upon the 
stated consumption 
per 
kilo-watt 


hour as fixed by the manufacturers 
for each style of street lamp now in 
use. He said that no loss of leak- 
age in t the distribution system had 
been figured in his calculations. 


The meeting was called to order 


about the usual time 
for council 


meetings, past S o'clock. President 
Keller presided and with him on the 
stage sat Mayor Bigbee. members of 
council, Auditor Dodd, Treasurer 
Frye, Service Director Christian.

"What we need is a settled and 


dependable policy, and 
under 
our 


form of government no policy can he 
constant unless based upon a com- 
pelling public opinion.

this country politically with any for- 
eign power has been proposed or in- 
stituted the puohc has balked and 
the plan has failed 


"We will eventually win a depend- 


able foreign policy, but not until the 
general public comes to

part of domestic trade; that it is not 
a gamble for the few. but the busi- 
ness of the nation "

way, then the entire diameter of the 
orbit of the earth around the sun. 
huge ellipse, 185.705,000 miles ID diam 
eter. if a bright line in space so that it 
could be seen, would appear to be so 
small that the telemicrometer could not 
measure it. .Not knowing the distance, 
the size cannot be known. 


But, Judging from its light when com- 


pared with that ot other suns whose 
distances are fairly well known, 
must be colossal—many times larger 
than our medium sized star, the sun.—

However, it is 
made dry so that tbe oxidizing oils and 
fats will not rot the leather fiber dur- 
ing the many years that it may be 
held in storage. Every soldier when 
be gets bis army shoes also gets a can 
of shoe dressing, with which be dress- 
es bis shoes. This keeps them pliable 
and water resisting. Tbe boots are 
crimped. They bare only two ueiuns. 
They are practically water tight. The 
thread used for stitching them is hand 
waxed. Tbe absence of blackings of 
any nature tends to save the life of 
tbe boot. It rejects the sun's rays 
too.—Hide and Lcatber.

Third—We favor municipal own- 


ership and urge the construction of 
a complete new plant in the 
near 


future. 


Mr. Cripps stated that the 
Ex- 


change did not consider 
confining 


council to am' stipulated sum, be- 
lieving that nothing was too good 
for Newark. He said we have a 
good waterworks system and should 
ha^e a good light plant. He urged 
that the best possible building and 
machinery be put into the plant. 


A. P. "Wingate and A. (B. Smith, 


representing the bricklayers* and sta- 
tionarj engineers respectively, and 
Mr. Hamlin waived their rights to 
speak, to }Ir. "Wliite. 


Jlr. Danforth of the 
machinists 


union said that at a meeting Tuesday 
night no vote had been taken on the 
matter but that the opinion express- 
d by the membership favored mu- 
nicipal ownership. He said that the 
present plant was all right with the 
exception of the boilers. It "was his^ 
personal opinion, that the rehabihta^" 
.ion of the old plant would be eco- 
nomical and wise-and that he be- 
le\ed the city could put the plant 
nto condition to furnish current for 
its own lights. He said that it could 
be done for less than $30,000. 


Earnest T. Johnson, in introduc- 


ng John Z. White of Illinois, stated 
that Mr. White "would speak for the 
Trades and Labor Assembly and five 
affiliated unions. He said that llr. 
tfhite might have been senator from 
llinois, if he had had a million dol- 
ars. 


"On the other hand," said 
Mr. 


Johnson, "if he had become senator, 
lie might have had a million dollars 
by this time." Mr. White was 
se- 


cured to speak at this meeting, ow- 
ing to the fact that he was in Ohio 
to attend the meeting of the Ohio 
Municipal League which is in session 
in Columbus today. 


Mr. White, said that it 
seemed 


that the matter 
under 
discussion 


was purely local and that there was 
but one side to it. He said it might 
indicate that the opposition was con- 
fident of its position. 


He referred to the unsettled state 


of affairs regarding the gas question. 
here and feared that if the city en- 
tered into a contract for the pur- 
chase of current that at the end of 
the 10 year contract that instead of 
the price being cheaper, the city 
would find that time had excentuated 
the price of current. 


"We Chicago people are 
bright. 


We'll admit it without argument. We 
know how to pump lake water into 
hollow pipes and release it by turn- 
ing a faucet. But we haven't 
yet 


learned how to handle gas. We have 
to depend upon a corporation 
for 


our gas supply. 
We introduced a 


bill in the legislature to curtail the 
corporation's power and found after 
it had been passed that their power 
had been extended. That's the dan- 
ger of the corporation. 'Its power to 
influence legislation." 


Mr. White talked for about forty- 


fhe minutes. His address was a 
splendid appeal Tor municipal own- 
ership but did not deal 
with 
the 


question of the relation of the cost 
of production of electrical current liy 
the city and the price quoted by the 
Sight and power company. 


He urged the city to 
keep the 


plant, and 3f the light and power 


company went wrong, the city would 
have the mean* of bringing pressure 
to bear to remedy the trouble. 
Jesse A. Flory, 
local 
attorney 


spoke in defense of municipal own- 
ership. He said that history was re- 
peating itself in the city today. He 
said that several years ago, the city 
contracted lor street lights irom a 
corporation, owned by a 
few. He 


said betore that time, that the city 
had been robbed by a 
corporation 


who charged i$3 per thousand cubic 
feet for artificial gas. 
That matters 


were made worse by a contract lor 
electric lights at $110 each. There 
was continual agitation and litiga- 
tion. Finally, a few people got to- 
gether and decided to have the city 
control the monopoly. 
This result- 


ed in reducing the price per light to 
$90. 
Then when the city installed 


its own plant it was found that the 
current for lights and all expenses 
was costing the $73 per light. 


"The 
city could throw the present 


plant on the scrap heap now," said 
Mr. Flory, "and still be far enough 
ahead to pay for six or seven simi- 
lar plants. It is true that some of 
the bonds are still outstanding but 
this is due to the fact that the con- 
tinual fighting of the city by corpo- 
rations had weakened the 
city's 


finances and that the 
long term 


bonds ^ere necessary. Keep the mu- 
nicipal plant. If politics are played 
to the detriment of the 
municipal 


plants, the voters still have the pow- 
er to kick out the officers and elect 
new ones. If it's a corporation, you 
can't do it." 


He referred to the water plant, the 


gas situation and other local experi- 
ences. He declared that the 
light 


and power 
company 
was already 


showing its power. He said it made 
a contract with citizens -who had had 
their homes wired, agreeing to furn- 
ish current for a minimum charge of 
25 cents per month. Then, he de- 
clared, they "sneaked" into the city 
council and secured an ordinance per- 
mitting them to advance this mini- 
mum 100 per cent or 50 cents per 
month. That city council did not do 
as the present council has done, ad- 
vise the citizens of what was pro- 
posed and ask for an expression of

for gh ing us-poor devils a chance to 
enlighten them as to our opinions," 
declared Mr. Flory. He promised a 
referendum if the council voted to 
make a contract with the light and 
power company. 


President Keller called upon H. Lr. 


Montgomery. W.v A. Robbins and F. 
S Wright, all three declined to talk. 
J. R. Fitzgibbon was called upon and 
stepped to the front of the auditori- 
um. The audience called upon Mm 
to step up on the stage. 
The calls 


became insistent and Mr. Fitzgibbon 
held up his hands for silence while 
President Keller rapped for order. 


"What I ha%e to say,"' said Mr. 


Fitzgibbon when 
things 
quieted 


down, "may not meet with your ap- 
pro%al. I may want to beat a hasty 
retreat and I don't want the way to 
tiie door blocked.'' 
"It might be a good thing to re- 


hearse past history," he said, "but 
the past is dead 
We are confronted 


with a real live issue, whether it is 
best to buy current or rehabilitate 
the old plant and make it ourselves. 


'•Let us be fair to ourselves. I'll 


admit that I am employed by the 
Ohio Light and Power company and 
that they are good clients. I make 
this statement, that we may start the matter, 
out on a fair basis. 
• carried. 


"I believe that I Jcnow more about 


the light question than my friend 
Flory. The gas question, I will dis- 
cuss tomorrow in the court room, 
not here tonight. 
"What is best and cheapest 
for 


the city. I don't care whether 25 
years ago some corporation made a 
contract with the city for lights at 
$73 per light. What we are interest- 
ed in is the present situation. What 
What are we to do? 


"Mr Christian first estimated the 


cost of the plant to be $22,000. Then 
the figures were revised to $29,000. 


"Council, finding itself confused, 


authorized Mr. Christian most open 
and persistent on the question of mu- 
nicipal ownership and Mr. .Wood- 
ward, the clerk, whose attitude is 
indicated by his remarks here 
to- 


night, to select an expert to make an 
estimate of the cost of reconstruct- 
ing the plant and furnishing current 
for the city's lights. 


"It is safe to assume that Mr. 


Christian and Mr. Woodward would 
not select a man unfriendly to their 
proposition and it is also safe to as- 
sume that the expert obtained the 
best possible figures on the 
cost. 


His estimate submitted to council 
says that the city by reconstructing 
the plant can produce the 
current 


for 1.35 cents. Then the Ohio Light 
and Power Company has offered the 
same current at 1.1-0 cents. 
It is 


true that the light and power com- 
pany is a corporation but give the 
corporations credit for what they do. 
I would like to ask the men assem- 
bled here what they would do if it 
were not for corporations. 


"What would you do. You gentle- 


men of the council, are trustees of 
the citizens of Newark *and have no 
right to do anything but what is 
best for the citizens. When the 
plain question is put up to you. of 
manufacturing the current at a cost 
of 1.35 cents or buying it at 3.10 
cents, your duty is plain. 


"One rnan has said that if politic* 


are eliminated in the management of 
the plant, it should be economical. 
So say 1. But who here can

who wall be in charge of that light 
plant in two years from 
now.

some of which were answered satis- 
factorily.

The discussion between Mr. Scott 


and Mr. Christian revealed that the 
meters at the light plant were not 
accurate and that the readings from 
these meters could not be regarded 
as a sound basis for 
calculations.

ago and that the city had not felt it 
necessary to have meters, inasmuch 
as it was manufacturing its own cur- 
rent.

the referendum law, the expense to 
the city would be about $30 accord- 
ing to figures given by Clerk Mich- 
ael Sachs clerk of the board of elec- 
tions. The heaviest part of the ex- 
pense, printing of -ballots and paying 
the 
salaries of clerK hire 
and 


judges, which would amount to $300 
to $400 would be paid out 
of
